Spain (UPI) — Sp an ish au tho rities 
said to day in credible co n fu sio n su r­ 
ro u n ded the site o f histo ry ’s wo rst 
av iatio n disaster bu t that the Pan

flight reco rder in dicated a Pan Am 
747 tu rn ed in to the p ath o f a Du tch 
KLM 747 ro arin g do wn the ru n way at 
18 6 miles p er ho u r fo r tak eo ff. 
The Sp an ish Air Min istry rep o rted 
that 5 9 9 p erso n s were k illed in the 
crash that was so fiery the asp halt 
ru n way melted as fu el abo ard the two 
ju mbo s ex p lo ded in a series o f blasts 
that scattered bits o f wreck age fo r a 
q u arter o f a mile. 
The U.S. Embassy also rep o rted 
5 9 9 p erso n s k illed in clu din g 35 0 
American s an d all 2 49 p erso n s abo ard 
the KLM Charter fly in g to u rists to 
the Can ary Islan ds. Pan Am had p u t 
the figu re at abo u t 5 75 . The p rev io u s 
wo rst disaster was the crash o f a 
Tu rk ish Airway s DC IO n ear Paris o n 
March 3 , 19 74, when 3 4 6 p erso n s 
died. 


Ho sp itals in San ta Cru z said they 
had treated 8 9 su rv iv o rs, all abo ard 
the Pan Am p lan e that had tak en o ff 
fro m Lo s An geles o n a charter flight 
fo r Las Palmas where the American 
v acatio n ers were to hav e bo arded a 
ship fo r a Mediterran ean cru ise. Ho s­ 
p itals said 12 p erso n s were treated 
an d released an d 77 were still ho sp i­ 
talized. 
Airp o rt o fficials said they had re­ 
co v ered the flight reco rd fro m the 
wreck age o f the Pan am ju mbo . The 
so -called "black bo x ” reco rds co n ­ 
v ersatio n s between the p ilo t an d the 


air co n tro ller’s o ffice an d an d is u sefu l 
in in v estigatio n s o f fatal crashes be­ 
cau se it also reco rds altitu des an d 
sp eeds. 
The Sp an ish n ews agen cy Cifra said 
that a rep lay o f the tap e o f co n tacts 
between the co n tro l to wer an d the 
two airp lan es sho wed that the Pan 
Am cap tain was giv en o rders to stan d 
by o n the tax iway . Bu t the p ilo t 
ap p aren tly misto o k the ru n way fo r 
the tax iway , Cifra said. 
A Pan Am sp o k esman in New Yo rk 
ex p ressed sk ep ticism o v er the Cifra 
rep o rt. He said it ju st was n o t p o s­ 


sible to sift thro u gh the mass o f 
in fo rmatio n in a flight reco rder in 
su ch a sho rt time an d that the techn i­ 
cal mean s o f do in g so were n o t av ail­ 
able at Ten erife airp o rt.

"I was v ery su rp rised an d I thin k 
there are a lo t o f serio u s q u estio n s 
that hav e to be an swered here,” said 
co mmittee member Peter Man cu so , 
D-Ward 12 , the Majo rity Leader o f 
the Co mmo n Co u n cil. The alderman 


wen t o n to n o te that the “p u blic 
wo u ld certain ly tu rn so u r if this ty p e 
o f thin g co n tin u es to o ccu r." 
The may o r’s p lan to div ert $300,000 
fro m p ro jects in the Cen tral Bro ad­ 
way , Bro adway West an d Kin gsto n 
Po in t Park areas was n o t su bject to 
a p u blic hearin g, co min g u n der the 
gu ise o f "ex ecu tiv e o p tio n .” An o ther 
co mmittee member, Jo sep h Mark le, 
R-Ward 3 , said the p lan “carries v ery 
u p settin g imp licatio n s." 


“First o f all, the co mmittee wasn ’t 
ev en giv en a chan ce to v o te o n it,” 
said Mark le, “ an d I p erso n ally thin k 
it wo u ld hav e been v o ted do wn .

Hess said the ju mbo had ju st 
started to tax i when the KLM p lane 
slammed into its side. 
“It seemed to hit right behind first 
class,” he said. “It mu st hav e been 
the KLM wing that hit u s.” 
One of the su rv iv ors, a 20y ear-old 
girl from Los Angeles who ask ed that 
her name be withheld said the col­ 
lision occu rred withou t warning. 
“I felt a p ressu re and heard the 
sou nd of the crash and things were 
falling on top of me," she said. “We 
were u p front nex t to an escap e hatch 
and the collision was behind u s.’' 
As the su rv iv ors staggered from the 
flaming wreck age, Sp aniards at the 
airp ort ru shed ou t to help .

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The United States registered a 
record trade deficit for the 
second straight month in Feb­ 
ru ary as imp orts ex ceeded ex ­ 
p orts by $1.8 7 billion, the 
Commerce Dep artment said 
today . 
Ex p orts last month totaled 
$9 .8 billion, u p 2 p er cent from 
Janu ary ’s dep ressed lev el. Bu t 
imp orts were v alu ed at $11.67 
billion, the highest amou nt of 
foreign goods ev er p u rchased 
in one month by the United 
States. 
The p rev iou s largest trade 
deficit — $1.67 billion — was 
in Janu ary when the nation 
was su ffering from the effects 
of sev ere cold weather, cau sing 
p lant shu tdowns and trans- 
p oration p roblems. 
The nation has recorded 
trade deficits ev ery month 
since May , 197 6, the Com­ 
merce Dep artment said. Feb­ 
ru ary was the third su ccessiv e 
month that imp orts hav e ex ­ 
ceeded $11 billion. 
Until Janu ary , the main rea­ 
son for the deficits was a rela­ 
tiv ely q u ick recov ery of the 
U.S. economy from recession 
comp ared to its trading p art­ 
ners. That increased demand 
for foreign goods in this cou n­ 
try faster than demand for 
U.S. ex p orts p ick ed u p . 
Bu t the weather p roblems 
east of the Rock y Mou ntains 
in late Janu ary and early Feb- 
ru a ry forced a fu rth e r 
slowdown of ex p orts. 
The record imp orts lev el in 


Febru ary of $11.67 billion ex ­ 
ceeded the p rev iou s high of 
$11.26 billion in Janu ary by 4 
p er cent, according to today ’s 
rep ort. 
The dep artment said that 
du ring the first two months of 
this y ear, ex p orts hav e totaled 
$19 .4 billion, 3 p er cent below 
their lev el in the p receding two 
months, and only 8 p er cent 
abov e the Janu ary -Febru ary 
lev els of 197 6.

Other large imp ort gains 
were food and liv e animals, u p 
$121.5 million; su gar, u p $41.1 
million; transp oration eq u ip ­ 
m ent, u p $49 .9 m illion; 
watches and clock s, u p $55.8 
million; meat, u p $22 million; 
and fish, u p $20.3 million, the 
Commerce Dep artment said.

STONE RIDGE—When 
Professor Richard Glazer 
say s thou ghtfu lly , 'i t tak es 
tremendou s sou l searching 
to be an edu cator’" he 
sp eak s as a man try ing to 
change the entire p rocess of 
higher edu cation. Almost 
single-handedly , Glazer, 
p roject 
director of 
the 
Water Qu ality Monitoring 
Program at Ulster Cou nty 
Commu nity College, has 
tak en what he considers to 
be the p oor edu cational re­ 
forms institu ted in the 
19 6 0’s, brok en them to 
p ieces, and laid them ou t 
again in a new p attern, 
p ieces as carefu lly in­ 
terlock ed as a jig saw 
p u zzle. 
For a p erson with su ch 
lofty intentions, Glazer has 
been lu ck y . His first in­ 
nov ativ e p rogram, which 
w as 
d e v e l o p e d 
in 
W ashington, D.C., was 
fu nded by the National 
Science Fu nd. His cu rrent 
p roject, still bu ilding on the 
first, is a p ilot p rogram u n­ 
derway for the first time 
any where at UCCC, and it 
is fu lly fu nded by the U.S. 
Env ironmental Protection 
Agency . 
Glazer’8 work , cu rrently 
dealing solely with science 
and ecology , is based on a 
simp le p remise: “Peop le 
learn to walk at different 
times; so why shou ld they 
hav e to learn other things 
at one p rescribed time?” 
His cau se is a solid one— 
easy to u nderstand, no 
trou ble to bu ild u p on (with 
the right mix tu re of time 
and money ), and can be 
ex tended, Glazer believ es, 
to any su bject tau ght 
any where to any age grou p . 
The Water Qu ality 
Monitoring Training Pro­ 
gram at UCCC is ju st a 
beginning. For the stu ­ 
dents, it is not only a new 
way of learning, bu t p ro­ 
mises to be a cou rse of 
stu dy almost gu aranteed to 
lead to a job after gradu a­ 
tion from the two-y ear p ro­ 
gram. The p rogram was 
p rop osed by the EPA to 
create a sou rce of techni­ 
cians ip the field of water 
q u ality who are needed now 
following new ru lings set 
down 
by 
the 
National 
P ol l u t a nt Discharge 
Elimination Sy stem. The 
r u l i ng s 
were 
f i r s t 
established in 19 72, and 
this su mmer the EPA is 
ex p ected to crack down on 
i n d u s t r i e s

cordance with the laws—all 
of which shou ld op en more 
than enou gh jobs for the 45 
stu dents gradu ating from 
the p rogram in the nex t two 


y ears. 
Prov iding stu dents with a 
realistic awareness of their 
earning p ower regardless of 
their college major is one ol 
Glazers long range goals. In 
the Water Qu ality Program 
it’s p art of the cu rricu lu m. 
The stu dents tak ing p art 
the UCCC

in 
lau ghingly refer to the u n 
u su al cu rricu lu m as “the 
final ex am the day y ou walk 
into class." 
The “ex am" actu ally re­ 
fers to a thick cu rricu lu m 
book let dev ised by Glazer 
and two p rofessors at 
Clemson Univ ersity , which 
cov ers ev ery thing—an ex ­ 
p lanation of the cu r­ 
ricu lu m, way s for other in­ 
stitu tions to imp lement a 
similar 
p rogram, 
fu tu re 
work for gradu ating stu ­ 
dents, associations to con­ 
tact, reference materials, 
and the comp lete cu r­ 
ricu lu m, inclu ding what is 
ex p ected of each stu dent 
du ring the su mmer between 
terms.

As Glazer p oints ou t, this 
p roblem can be ex p anded 
to describe most of the 
teaching that goes on in 
today ’s colleges and u n­ 
iv e rs itie s . S tu d e nts 
gradu ate from college only 
to discov er that their 
degrees hav e p rep ared 
them for nothing sp ecific; 
the goals of learning hav e 
nev er been made clear. 
Glazers stu dents find the 
p rogram “ stim u lating." 
They enjoy the chance to 
learn at their own p ace, 
u sing the book let to gu ide 
them in each step . At 
UCCC, a stu dent can sit 


down any time of day or 
night and rev iew each step 
with a miniatu re slide and 
t a p e 
u ni t c a lle d

“modu le." 


There are v ery few tex ts 
inv olv ed in the p rogram. 
Ex p erience and recall in 
water q u ality testing are 
what cou nts on the job, so 
they are emp hasized in the 
learning p rocess. 


Glazer p lans to embellish 
the p rocess with a learner’s 
gu ide, to be p u blished in 
Ju ne, which will ex p and on 
each cou rse objectiv e.

ATLANTA (UPI) — Any actor will tell you the worst 
possible mistake he can make is staying “on” too long. A1 
McGuire agrees. As one of the most successful college 
basketball coaches in the country, he feels he’s part of show 
business, too. 
So regardless of whether or not his underdog Marquette 
Warriors beat North Carolina’s more talented Tar Heels for 
the NCAA championship here tonight, he’s getting off the 
stage, leaving basketball for good to take a desk job in 
private industry after 20 years of coaching. 
AI McGuire is relativ ely y o ung y et, o nly 4 7 , and with 
the sharply -ho ned, almo st pro fessio nal-like flair he has 
fo r the dramatic, he co uld if he wanted turn his go ing 
away into ano ther Camille, clutching o ne hand to his 
heart and ano ther to his head befo re departing. He isn't 
do ing that. What he’s do ing is leav ing the center stage 
to his play ers instead because he believ es it’s their sho w, 
no t his. 
Sometimes he gets carried away in spite of himself as he 
did after last Saturday’s semifinal in which his team 
knocked off gallant, little University of North Carolina- 
Charlotte, 51-49, on Jerome Whitehead’s heart-stopper 
right at the final buzzer. First McGuire made sure 
Whitehead’s shot had beaten the horn. He then walked 
across the court in front of where the depressed Carolina 
rooters were sitting and flashed them the two-finger victory 
sign. 
“ That was o bno x io us fo r me to giv e the v icto ry sign 
to the Charlo tte fans because they had eno ugh heart­ 
ache,” he said, after he had time to think abo ut it. “ But 
that’s part o f my sandpaper.” 
His players have seen that side of McGuire. 
“Sometimes you wanna fight him and sometimes you 
wanna hug him,” says one of his speedy, hustling guards 
he’s so proud of, Jim Boylan of Jersey City, N.J. “The one 
thing all of us respect most about him is his honesty. He’s 
a truthful man. Considerate as well. He’s thoughtful in the 
little things. I remember this kid we had at Marquette last 
year. He came from another country and he was blind. 
When he was in his own country, he used to go to the soccer 
games because even though he couldn’t see, he enjoyed 
hearing the roar of the crowd. Coach found out he wanted 
to go to our basketball games so he went to the athletic 
office and got him tickets. I know it sounds like only a little 
thing, but it’s typical of him. Basketball isn’t the only thing 
in his life. He doesn’t try to make it the only thing in ours. 
He’s always trying to teach us things besides basketball. 
I honestly love him. So do the other guys. I’m gonna miss 
him.” 
It ian’t surprising to hear o ne o f his play ers talk that 
way abo ut the hy per-activ e, mo to rcy cle-riding McGuire 
because Dean Smith, the ex trao rdinarly efficient No rth 
Caro lina co ach, also has a sincere affectio n fo r him. 
"Al McGuire has been so great to basketball.” Smith said 
Sunday. “He has meant so much to the game and to the 
coaches. We wish him well. I love my players more than 
I do Al, or else I’d want him to win it.” 
A native New Yorker, McGuire played for the Knicks a 
couple of years with his brother, Dick, and then went into 
coaching. In 13 years at Marquette and seven before that 
at Belmont Abbey, his teams show a 403-144 record. 
Although he has led Marquette to 11 straight post-season 
tournaments, none of his teams ever has been able to win 
the NCAA title. Naturally, he’d like to win it tonight. 
“ Fo r the play ers, no t fo r my aelf,” he inaiata, and the 
way he aay a it, y o u can tell he meana it deapite the fact 
he admita he has “ co n” in him. “If it’s con, it’s legit 
because it’s me." 
Ask Al McGuire why he’s quitting and he says: 
“ Because it’a o v er. I kno w it’s o v er. It’a time. It haa 
no thing to do with bitterness o r any thing like that. I’v e 
had my run. I think I milked it within reaso n.” 
Al McGuire gives you that tight little laugh when he says 
that. He grows serious, though, when he says his team must 
stop North Carolina’s incomparable Phil Ford to win. “I 
keep telling our players—don’t get at each other; only give 
compliments to one other; don’t crack and everything will 
tum out all right.” 
To beat Marquette, Smith aay a, his team will hav e to 
alo w do wn the tempo . No rth Caro lina adjusts re­ 
markably well but Marquette do ean't lo o as if it’a go ing 
to crack. The Warrio rs hav e taken it upo n themselv es 
to send their co ach o ut into the business wo rld a winner, 
>nd I hav e to take a ticket o n them.

Austrians Nearly Sweep

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Baseball Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn came to Washington today to undergo some polite 
congressional pressure to allow the New York Yankees to go 
to Cuba for an exhibition series at the invitation of Fidel 
Castro. 
Kuhn agreed to meet in the office of Rep. Thomas J. 
Downey, D-N.Y., with Downey and a group of other House 
members to discuss his veto of the Yankee trip. He is also 
expected to have a get-together with Rep. B. F. Sisk, D-Calif., 
on developments concerning the possible return of a major 
league franchise to the nation’s capital. 
Invited to join Downey at the session with Kuhn were Sisk 
and at least three New York Democrats, Reps. Jonathan 
Bingham, Richard L. Ottinger and Theodore Weiss, plus 
possibly others. It was Bingham who brought back from a 
Cuban trip earlier this year a letter from Castro to President 
Carter suggesting the Yankee come to Havana to play three 
games against a Cuban all-star squad. 
ABC stood ready to pay $ 100,000 for the television broadcast 
rights. The State Department was understood to be ready to 
allow the Yankee players to go to Cuba for the appearance. 
Kuhn based his veto on concern that the exhibitions would 
give the Yankees an inside shot at signing any Cuban players 
who might become available. Downey disputed this, arguing 
that Castro has made it plain that none of Cuba's top athletes 
are likelv to tum professional.

To *Deprogram' or Not 
Mo o nie Decisio n Due

(U PI) — Only the Califor­ 
nia District Court of Ap­ 
peals stands between five 
followers of the Rev. Sun 
Myung Moon and a “ depro- 
g ra m m in g ” center at 
Tucson, Ariz. 
If the appellate court to­ 
day upholds a Superior 
Court decision allowing the 
“ deprogramming," the five 
persons, 
ranging

from 21 to 26, will be flown 
immediately to the Free­ 
dom of Thought Founda­ 
tion. 
But if the three-judge 
panel rescinds the lower 
court order, they will be 
able to leave their parents 
and return to Moon’s Unifi­ 
cation Church.

T h u rs d a y placed the 
“ Moonies" in the hands of 
their parents for 30 days. 
The church’s lawyers, how­ 
ever, 
appealed Jhe con­ 
servatorship order Friday 
on grounds it was too vage 
and unconstitutional. 
During the weekend the 
five Moon followers stayed 
with their parents in a 
motel near San Francisco 
In te rn a tio n a l A irp o rt. 
“ Deprogrammers” from the 
foundation were on hand as 
church lawyers and 


representatives to keep an 
eye on their followers. 
The foundation sent sev­ 
eral former “ Moonies” and 
friends of the five young 
persons to the motel. Dur­ 
ing the daylight hours sev- 
eral of those involved 
passed a football around in 
a parking lot. 
David Stoller, a spokes­ 
man for the Unification 
Church, said Sunday that 
he visited the five "Moon­ 
ies” Saturday night and 
"they were pretty upset, 
waiting to see what the 


court would decide. 
“ They’re mostly staying 
in the rooms with their pa­ 
rents and the ‘deprogram­ 
mers.’ In fact, ‘deprogram­ 
ming’ already has started.” 
The five are Leslie Brown,

cause he felt they would not 
let any harm come to their 
children.

LO S A N G E L E S (U PI) 
— Six years ago Leslie Van 
Houten was asked at her 
trial if she was sorry she 
had taken part in the blood­ 
bath murders committed 
by C h a rle s M an so n ’s 
“ girls.” 


“ What 
is 
sorry?” 
she 
sneered. “ It’s a four-letter 
word.” 
Her head shaved bald, an 
“ x” cut in her forehead with 
a bobby pin, the high school 
homecoming queen defied 
the jurors to give her the 
death penalty for the knife 
murders of Leno and Rose­ 
mary LaBianca. They did. 
Miss Van Houten, now 
27, goes on trial again today 
on the same charges. The 
appeals courts granted her 
a second time around be­ 
cause 
her lawyer disap­ 
peared — and was later 
found dead in the moun­ 
tains — near the end of the 
1970-71 trial. 
The California Supreme 
Court subsequently out­ 
lawed the death penalty in 
the state, and Miss Van 
Houten has spent the time 
in prison with two other of 
Manson’s female followers 
— Susan Atkins and Patri­ 
cia Krenwinkel. 
They, along with Man­ 
son, were found guilty of 
the Sharon Tate murders as 
well as the slayings of the 
LaBiancas a day later. 
In a recent jail interview, 
Miss Van Houten said she 


had broken completely 
from the influence of Man­ 
son and could not believe 
what she had done. She 
blamed it primarily on con­ 
stant ingestion of LSD and 
other drugs. 


Her lawyer, M axwell 
Keith, says she had been 
“ rehabilitated.” 


The trial, which is ex­ 
pected to last into June, 
will be in many ways a 
replay of the original trial 
at which 84 witnesses testi­ 
fied. Deputy District At- 
toney Stephen Kay says he 
plans to call between 25 
and 30 witnesses this time. 


The key prosecution wit­ 
ness again will be Linda 
Kasabian, the young wom­ 
an who accompanied the 
killers to the Tate and La­ 
Bianca 
homes and then 
turned states’ evidence. 
Manson, serving a life 
term, is not expected to 
testify.
